rale authorities, toge her wi b the members of
the twenly guitlds, weut jorth in solemn proces-
slon to the Rood-eye, or meudow, to engage in
the digniied game of tootbull, The ceremonies |
commenced with the presenwwsion by toe guild
of shoemakers of u fontball of the wvalue of
“‘tbree and tourpence or above,” which was

receivad by the Ma.or, as he stood
betore & hign cross  in the ceao-
tre of the meadow, equipped with his

swora, mace, and osp of waintenance. The |
game then began, but we are told that fre-
quently “‘greate strile did arise among the
younge persous of the same cittie:” and to avoid
this, in the days of Heury VILL the old custom
was done away with, and various other coere-
monies instituted n i stead. One ol these
consisted in & preseniatol. by the shoemakers
to the drapersof six gleayes or silver band-darts,
to be awarded to the most sucoessful ma foot-
race. The saddlers, likewise, mounted on horse- |
back and splendidly accoutred, encl one beacing |
& spear with a wooden ball, wo.ch was deoco- |
rated with arms and flowers, sallied forth and

resented to the Mavor a silver beil, woich was

ntended as a "rewarde for that horse which |
with lgeady ronuinge should run before all
others,

In these right merrlv days the practice ot
arohery was alfo mdulged ip, the rewnrd for
the bestsbot being provided by the recent bride-
grooms of the city, and consisiing of a bhand-
some silver arrow, When this custom first
origimated 1t consisted 1o & shooting mateh
between the two Sheritfs for a breskfnst of
culves' head aud bacon, The atar was con-
ducted with doe solemmity, & proclamation
being sounded through the city, in response to |
which the jouthiul athletes all repuired to the
Rood-eye, where the Sherits selecied their
champions in wrn, vatil they numbered twelve-
score. The shooting over, the winners started
in procession to the Town Hall to partike of
the feast, each one bearing his arrow in his
hand, while the losers followed, with their
bows alone. 1640, however, & foot-
ruce for a plece of plate was substituted lor
the breakfast of calves’ head. But in 1674
4t was decided tbhat the Iatter was esta-
blished by anclent usage, and could not thus be
done away with at the option of the sheritls,
who were, on & subsequent ocousion, ined ten

ounds for mot complying with the decision.
Ehn custom of “liftting"” was slso extensively
practised, & chair being used for the purpose,
which was lined with nch white silk, and |
ornamented with garlands and streamers,

In addition to these euastoms, the churches
were adorped like the theatres, aud great
crowds ol people frequented them to view o
sepulchre representing the entomowment of the
Saviour, It was al this time geperally belleved
that the second coming of our Lord would be
.on the eve of BHaster-day, and the sepalchre
was watched throughout the mnient until 3
o'clock o the morning. At that hour the two
eldest monks entered, and took out & beautiful
Image of the Hesurrection, which, during the
singing of the anthein, Carisfus résurgens, was
elevated before the wursnipping throng. e was
toen placed urnn the bigh altar, anda covered
by & canopy of velvet, and o procession being
formed, the image wos carried aroind the exte-
rior of the cLoreh, minid the elare of torches
and accompauied by singng, shouting, and

rayiug. tumlns o the hieh altar, the
mage was agiin deposited upon it, there 1o
rewain until Ascension-day.
